2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: no prior art has been 
found to teach, disclose, or fairly suggest a gastric occlusive device, comprising a balloon that in 
an inflated state is non-pillowed and spheroidal in shape; in combination with all of the other 
limitations in claim 74 or claim 95.
